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MUM FIGHTS 
FOR CENTRES

A MOTHER-OF-TWO from Ban¬ 
bury is leading her second cam¬ 
paign in three years to save chil¬ 
dren’s centres across Oxfordshire. 

Last week it emerged that the county’s 
44 centres were under threat as part of 
council restructuring in a bid to save 
more than £6m. 

Centres offer activities for under- 
fives, but to save money county council 
leaders are planning to create a single 
service that would support youngsters 
up to the age of 19. 

The council’s cabinet is due to vote on 
the principle of the changes this week, 
but a public consultation period will not 
begin until September. 

Jill Huish, who uses the children’s 
centre in Britannia Road, Banbury, said 
she would now take a lead role in trying 
to thwart the proposals. 

Her aim is to revive a previous cam¬ 
paign to save the network of county 
centres. 

Former chef Ms Huish, 33, who has 
a three-year-old son and a one-year-old 
daughter, Aurora Holton, said: “Focus¬ 
ing on children from birth to five is vi¬ 
tal. 

“If the children’s centres close, there 
will be an enormous range of services 
that will be lost and I do not want to see 
that happen. 

“Women can get help if they are ex¬ 
periencing domestic violence and there 
are courses for families needing help 
with budgeting. 

“Some people need help just to figure 
out how to pay the rent or get through 
the riddles of the benefits system. 

“There are drop-in clinics and fam¬ 
ily learning courses so that parents are 
informed about how their children are 
being taught at school so that they can 
help with their children’s homework. 

“A team of campaigners will be put¬ 
ting together a petition with both a pa¬ 
per version and an online one available 
for supporters. The council needs to 
give people a proper chance to be con¬ 
sulted on these proposals, and legally it 
can not go ahead until the consultation 
period is finished.” 

The council’s cabinet member for 
children and families, Melinda Tilley, 
said it was “heartbreaking” for cabinet 
members to be faced with cutting chil¬ 
dren’s centres. 

She added: “I don’t get up in the morn¬ 


ing and think ‘who can I stick it to to¬ 
day’ but it is so difficult to find these 
savings. 

“The council’s revenue support grant 
has been cut by about 40 per cent over 
the past five years. 

“The consultation could extend be¬ 
yond Christmas. We want to give eve¬ 
ryone a chance to have their say and, 
in the meantime, we will reach out to 
all our partners, including schools and 
organisations in the voluntary sector, 
running services for us, to see what 
they can do.” 

Ms Huish is urging people to join the 
Facebook group Save Our Children’s 
Centres: Oxfordshire. 

A previous proposal to close chil¬ 
dren’s centres in 2013 was scrapped 
after 15,000 people and most of the 
county’s MPs objected. 

A cross-party panel at the council 
has conducted the first major review 
of centres since they were launched a 
decade ago and said centres should be 
prioritised on local need, as well as on 
location. 

Closures have not been ruled 


out,and there could be job losses among 
more than 430 staff. The council wants 
to reduce its £16m budget for children’s 
centres and early intervention hubs by 
2018 as part of £284m planned savings. 

Labour’s Oxford East MP, Andrew 
Smith, has described the proposed 
changes as a “false economy.” 

Nicola Blackwood, the Conservative 
MP for Oxford West and Abingdon, said 
she would fight to ensure that support 
for Oxfordshire’s children’s centres was 
continued by the local authority.

Campaign group 
chief speaks out 


Chairman of bid to keep 
emergency facilities waited 
19 hours for vital surgery

THE chairman of a hospital 
campaign group has spoken 
out after an agonising 19-hour 
wait for surgery at the John 
Radcliffe Hospital. 

Keith Strangwood, 56, leads Keep 
the Horton General, which last 
year fought against the removal 
of emergency surgery from Ban¬ 
bury’s Horton Hospital. 

Now he fears surgical proce¬ 
dures at Oxford’s hospitals are 
similarly in dire straits. 

At 11am on May 13, Mr 
Strangwood visited his GP - 
Horsefair Surgery - with stomach 
pains and was instructed to go to 
the John Radcliffe with a suspect¬ 
ed strangulated hernia. 

He arrived at 12.15pm and was in 
a hospital bed waiting to be treated 
by 1.30pm. He said: “I was told the 
soonest they could do it was 7pm 
and I signed the surgical consent 
forms. At 10 o’clock, the surgeon 
came in and said ‘I can’t say for 
definite whether or not we will do 
it tonight’.

“I hadn’t eaten since 5pm the 
night before and said I needed to 
know, or I was going to collapse.” 

Eventually, Mr Strangwood was 
informed that there would be no 
surgery that night due to two trau¬ 
ma cases. He was finally operated 
on at 9am the following morning. 

Mr Strangwood said his daugh¬ 
ter had called the hospital earlier 
in the morning and was told that 
only one operating theatre was in 
use on the Monday night. He said: 
“For a centre of excellence and a 
major trauma centre to have one 


theatre operating is madness. 

“We at Keep the Horton General 
were told that the reasons for re¬ 
moving emergency surgery in 
Banbury is they have got to go to 
the centre in the John Radcliffe. 
One year later, this happens.” 

Mr Strangwood has only been to 
hospital twice in his life. 

He added: “There’s no problem 
at the John Radcliffe with the 
staff. They are excellent, but the 
resources aren’t there.” 

A statement released by Oxford 
University Hospitals Trust said 
that there were “many” operating 
theatres in the trust’s hospitals, 
including several dedicated to 
emergency lists to keep interrup¬ 
tion of elective (planned) surger¬ 
ies to a minimum. 

Greg Sadler, clinical director 
of surgery at Oxford University 
Hospitals NHS Trust, said: “All 
patients who are referred to us as 
surgical patients are assessed by 
surgeons. 

“Of these, only about 20 per cent 
of patients will actually require 
surgery. 

“These cases are then prioritised 
depending on the seriousness of 
the patient’s condition and the ur¬ 
gency of the surgery 

“A person can therefore be con¬ 
sidered to be an ‘emergency’ surgi¬ 
cal patient but not require imme¬ 
diate surgery.” 


Longer police 
bail is common 

ALMOST 900 suspects in Oxfordshire 
were held on police bail for more than 
three months last year. 

Figures obtained by the Banbury Cake 
showed out of the 4,056 people bailed by 
Thames Valley Police, 586 remained so 
for three to six months and 260 from six 
months to a year. 

While the total on bail dropped between 
2013 and 2014, from 4,468 to 4,056,41 were 
held for more than a year. 

Dan Mackay, who collects military 
relics including old explosive devices, 
has been on bail for nine months after he 
was arrested last September on suspicion 
of theft from heritage sites. He said he 
had been in “limbo” since being released 
on bail. 

The 36-year-old father-of-two said: “I 
lost my job as a logistics manager. They 
said while I was on bail I could end up 
convicted of anything. 

“The police confiscated everything I 
bought in terms of military items, so I 
have lost my income from buying and 
selling on ebay. 

Of the 301 people on bail for more than 
six months in 2014,91 were released 
without charge. 

Planned changes to police bail were 
included in the Policing and Criminal 
Justice Bill announced in the Queen’s 
Speech. Suspects would only be bailed for 
up to 28 days before being charged, with a 
three-month extension possible in some 
cases. 

Thames Valley Police spokeswoman 
Lucy Billen said: “It is difficult to give a 
general answer to why the number of 
people on bail has fallen or risen as each 
separate case has to be considered on 
individual basis with different factors 
affecting the timeframe of each 
investigation.”

Village ‘shocked’ 
by woman’s rape 

Victim was found in churchyard after annual arts and culture festival had finished

A COMMUNITY was left 
shocked after a woman was 
raped in a churchyard after 
its arts and culture festival. 

Hundreds of revellers packed 
into the Market Square for a 
rock concert marking the final 
night of the 13th eight-day Ded- 
dington Festival on Saturday. 

However, less than an hour af¬ 
ter the bands had finished play¬ 
ing a passer-by spotted a woman 
lying in the churchyard of St 
Peter and St Paul Church, in 
Church Street, at about 12.20am 
on Sunday. 

The church’s vicar, the Rev 
Annie Goldthorp, said that the 
village had been shocked by the 
vicious attack on the 25-year- 
old woman, who was believed to 
have been visiting the village to 


attend the festival concert. 

She said: “We are all very dis¬ 
tressed. We had just had the 
end of the Deddington Festival 
which is a big party occasion. 

“The festival has been going 
for 13 years, people come from 
miles around go to it. 

“It had been a lovely festival, 
it’s been great, but unfortu¬ 
nately it ended in tragedy with 
this girl being attacked in the 
churchyard.” 

The festival, which began on 
Friday, June 12, had offered a 
whole host of activities. 

They included a film work¬ 
shop, jazz music, poetry, art ex¬ 
hibitions, comedy and a history 
walk. 

It had ended with Deddy Rocks, 
a rock gig in the Market Square 
with four bands. 

Police said a passer-by lat¬ 
er spotted the woman in the 
grounds of the historic church 
- which dates back to the 13th 


century - and raised the alarm. 

Superintendent Kath Lowe, 
LPA Commander for Cherwell 
and West Oxfordshire, said that 
extra patrols would be deployed 
to reassure neighbours. 

Witnesses should call the po¬ 
lice on 101 or Crimestoppers 
anonymously on 0800 555111. 

In a separate incident, a man 
has been arrested in connection 
with an alleged incident of inde¬ 
cent exposure in Banbury 

The 56-year-old was arrested 
on Wednesday last week, on sus¬ 
picion of exposing himself in 
Spiceball Park. 

He was released on bail until 
July 21. 

Thames Valley Police said a 
17-year-old boy had been walk¬ 
ing through Spiceball Park at 
about 2.15pm when he saw a man 
exposing himself. 

The force did not release infor¬ 
mation about the alleged offence 
until this week. 


More homes can access fast broadband

A SCHEME to improve 
Banbury’s town centre 
has been given 
expansion money by 
Cherwell District 
Council.

Report details how the 
academy has improved 
across all categories 

PUPILS and staff at Hanwell 
Fields Community School 
are celebrating being judged 
good in all categories in a re¬ 
cent Ofsted report. 

Following a two-day inspec¬ 
tion at the Banbury school last 
month, the report found “strong 
evidence that the academy is im¬ 
proving rapidly”. 

Head teacher Harry Wall said: 
“The whole school community is 
thrilled with this report which 
recognises all the fantastic work 


under way at Hanwell Fields.” 

The report described Ms Wall 
as “dedicated”, adding that her 
highly ambitious leadership, 
which paid close attention to 
detail, ensured “no stone is left 
unturned”. 

Inspectors were particularly 
impressed with the quality of 
teaching, stating that rapid im¬ 
provements have led to “high 
achievement for pupils”. 

When assessing the Early 
Years Provision, the report said 
that children “get off to a good 
start in the early years because 
teaching is rightly focused on se¬ 
curing essential skills”. 

In terms of pupil behaviour, 
Ofsted described the pupils as 
caring and encouraging. 


In addition, the report stated 
that staff morale was high and 
that a “collaborative, positive 
team spirit pervades all aspects 
of the academy’s work”. 

The improvements to teaching 
were put down to the improved 
training the teachers were now 
receiving. 

During their visit, inspectors 
also spoke to a number of par¬ 
ents who were “overwhelmingly 
positive and appreciative of the 
detailed information they re¬ 
ceive”. 

They told inspectors that they 
felt fully involved with their 
children’s learning.

Oxford Donor Centre 
manager delighted by 
upturn in donations 

OXFORDSHIRE has seen 
a boost in blood donors 
following a campaign to 
get people signing up to 
help save lives across the 
county’s hospitals. 

Almost 500 people in the 
county have registered to 
give blood compared to 160 
in the same period last year 
as part of National Blood Do¬ 
nor week. 

The campaign came after 
NHS Blood and Transplant, 
which operates blood dona¬ 
tion services across Oxford¬ 
shire, revealed 2,000 more 
donors were required to help 
save lives. 

Four of the county’s busi¬ 
est hospitals use more than 
26,000 pints of blood a year. 

Gayle Franklin, manager 
of the Oxford Donor Centre, 
welcomed the surge. 

She said: “This is definitely 
just the beginning for us.

“We are always in need to 
increase the number of do¬ 
nors because they decrease 
naturally. 

“It’s really fantastic that in 
this short space of time, the 
numbers have increased. 

“It’s really nice to know that 
communities are right be¬ 
hind us. 

“Oxfordshire is supporting 
a great cause that is really 
important to saving people’s 
lives.” 

One of the county’s oldest 
blood donors Karin Oldham 
said it was “excellent” that 
more people were coming for¬ 


ward to sign up and urged 
more to join. 

Mrs Oldham has donated 
more for more than 50 years 
and has given the equivalent 
of 85 pints of blood. 

The 77-year-old from 
Marston added: “There are 
so many diseases these days 
that do need blood. 

“I think even if you have 
got an ordinary blood group 
it means that there are a lot 
of people with that blood 
type who may need that 
blood. 

“I started donating be¬ 
cause I just thought it was a 
good thing to do and I was fit 
and healthy. 

“It’s nothing to be afraid 
of.” 

It is hoped from the cam¬ 
paign that Oxfordshire will 
provide one per cent of the 
204,000 new donors needed 
nationwide. 

During National Blood 
Week Abingdon resident 
Anya Muir Wood urged peo¬ 
ple to sign up. 

The 23-year-old received 
whole blood and platelet 
transfusions when she was 


treated for a cancerous tu¬ 
mour when she was 18. 

The Cambridge University 
graduate said: “It’s fantastic 
that more people are signing 
up. 

“I hope people follow 
through and give blood. 

“A lot of my friends have 
signed up, one of them 
is planning on taking his 
girlfriend on a date to give 
blood.” 

The former St Helen and 
St Katherine School student 
added: “It’s such an easy 
thing to do and you really 
get such a good feeling for 
doing it.” 

Ms Franklin added the 
blood donor centre had seen 
more people coming through 
its doors. 

She said: “I think the more 
we can publicise the rea¬ 
sons why you need to donate 
blood the better. 

“Having National Blood 
Week has put it in the fore¬ 
fronts of people’s minds and 
it has made a real difference. 

“Having that real contact 
with people means they will 
come along and help.”

DURING weekdays and 
working hours NHS Blood 
and Transplant transport 
thousands of litres of blood 
across the country every 
week. 

But during the evenings 
volunteer motorcyclists will 
answer emergency calls and 
transport blood to critically ill 
patients across the region. 

More than 100 volunteers 
from the Thames Valley 
region ensure that someone 
is always on call to deliver 
blood to emergencies. 

Products from the Oxford 
Blood Bank can be driven to 
areas as far as Bristol by 
blood bikers. 

SERV Blood Bikers, which 
serves Oxfordshire, Buckinghamshire, 
Northamptonshire and Berkshire, has 
been running since 1981. 

Kennington resident Terry Haynes has 


been riding with Blood Bikers for four 
years. 

The 54-year-old said: "I was watching a 
film on Channel 4 and one of those 
Honda adverts came on. 


"One of the motorbikes 
featured was a blood bike, 
and I thought to myself it 
would be a great idea to get 
involved." 

After doing an advanced 
motorist course the Oxford 
Bus Company bus driver 
began delivering blood to 
hospitals which reserves were 
depleted. 

To be a blood biker you have 
to be "on-call" between the 
hours of 10pm and 7am on a 
weekday, or anytime over the 
weekend. 

The father-of-one volunteers 
at least 12 times a year and 
also raises money for the 
registered charity. 

He added: "Blood Bikers get 
no funding from the government or the 
NHS, so it's important for us to raise 
money. We're all volunteers and doing it 
because we love it. "

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Body count grows as teen 
looks for love in Wild West 


Slow West (15) A Western/ 
Romance, starring Kodi Smit- 
McPhee, Michael Fassbender, Ben 
Mendelsohn, Caren Pistorius, Rory 
McCann and Alex Macqueen. 
Director: John Maclean. 

JOHN Maclean, one-time DJ 
and sampler with the Beta Band, 
makes an impressive feature 
film directorial debut with this 
stylish western shot on location 
in New Zealand. 

Confidently abiding by the con¬ 
ventions of the genre, Slow West 
is a classic coming of age story, 
which positions a resourceful 
young woman at the heart of the 
blood-spattered action. 

“Wearing a dress don’t make 
her a lady,” observes one griz¬ 
zled character, reminding us 
that appearances can be decep¬ 
tive in 1870s Colorado. 

This no place for the weak or 
demure. 

A moment’s hesitation to pull a 
trigger separates the living and 
the dead, and no one sheds a tear 
when you’re gone because they 
are too busy ransacking your 
pockets. 

Maclean’s lean script, which 
gallops to 83 minutes, won’t 
leave audiences saddle sore and 
the writer-director orchestrates 
shoot outs that culminate in a 
double-digit body count. 

In it, fresh-faced 17-year-old 
Jay Cavendish (Kodi Smit- 
McPhee) journeys “from the 
cold shoulder of Scotland to the 
baking heart of America to find 
his love.” 

In flashbacks we discover that 
the young man, son of a land- 
owner (Alex Macqueen), pur¬ 
sued a Highland fling with peas¬ 
ant’s daughter Rose Ross (Caren 
Pistorius). 

She tried in vain to douse Jay’s 
ardour, informing him, “You’re 
the little brother I never had.” 


Rose and her father (Rory 
McCann) departed for foreign 
climes and now lovesick whelp 
Jay is on their trail, determined 
to woo the object of his unre¬ 
quited affections. 

Jay is poorly equipped to sur¬ 
vive the brutality of the frontier 
west, where cigar-chewing out¬ 
laws like Payne (Ben Mendel¬ 
sohn) and his posse roam with 
murderous intent. 

The teenager crosses paths 
with a world-weary bounty hunt¬ 
er called Silas Selleck (Michael 
Fassbender), who proposes to 
chaperone Jay for a fee. 

The two loners form a tender 
yet fragile bond as they trot 
through a series of misadven¬ 
tures. 

“There’s more to life than just 
surviving,” philosophises Jay, as 
Silas shaves his almost hairless 
chin with a knife. 

“Yeah, there’s dying,” growls 
the gunslinger, who has ne¬ 
glected to tell Jay that his be¬ 
loved Rose and her old man are 
wanted dead or alive for 2,000 US 
dollars. 

Slow West is a compelling por¬ 
trait of an era, as seen through 
the eyes of a jack rabbit, who 
has strayed into a den of wolves. 

Smit-McPhee brings an appeal¬ 
ing innocence to his stargaz¬ 
ing dreamer, who learns harsh 
lessons about placing trust in 
strangers. 

In stark contrast, Fassbender 
swaggers with ominous intent, 
shrouding his character in am¬ 
biguity so we are never entirely 
sure of his allegiances until a 
barnstorming final reckoning. 

The actors are an exceedingly 
odd couple, yet somehow the 
mismatch works, set against the 
majestic locations captured in 
their sprawling glory by Irish 
cinematographer Robbie Ryan. 


Cake Bookworm 


The House Of Hidden Moth¬ 
ers, Meera Syal, published in 
hardback by Doubleday, £14.99 
(ebook £9.02) 

ACTRESS and writer Meera Syal has 
set the literary bar high for herself. 
Her first novel, Anita And Me, is 
now a national curriculum set text; 
her second. Life Isn't All Ha Ha Hee 
Hee, was made into a BBC drama. 
This third novel addresses late par¬ 
enthood, which Syal experienced, 
and surrogacy, which she has not. 

It centres on Shyama, aged 44 
(the age Syal was when she had 
her son), a British Indian woman 
who yearns for a child with partner 
Toby, 10 years her junior. 

They've tried IVF but her eggs are 
shot, so they pursue surrogacy, 
which takes them to India. 

Mala becomes the surrogate and 
when the couple discover she has 
an abusive husband they decide to 
bring her back to the UK. 
Meanwhile, Shyama's 19-year-old 
daughter Tara from a previous mar¬ 


riage is raped by a fellow student 
and doesn't report it. 

Beautifully written, Syal's detail of 
the cultural divides between Indian 
generations, the quirks, customs, 
traditions and attitudes, can only 
come from one who has been im¬ 
mersed in both cultures. 

Our Souls At Night, Kent Haruf, 
published in hardback by Pica¬ 
dor, £12.99 (ebook £6.47) 

KENT Haruf's final novel, complet¬ 
ed before he died in November last 
year, is a poignant swansong for 
this much-loved American writer. 

In it, neighbours Addie Moore and 
Louis Waters, both widowed and 
in their twilight years, have been 
alone for some time and Addie 
for one would like some compan¬ 
ionship, to overcome the stifling 
loneliness and isolation of later life, 
and Louis agrees. So the two begin 
a wonderfully pure friendship that 
gives them both something to 
treasure.

SUZUKI has managed to cre¬ 
ate an optical illusion with 
the latest incarnation of one 
of its best-known models. 

At first glance, the new five- 
door Vitara looks meatier and 
much more macho than its pre¬ 
decessor. In fact, the compact 
sport utility vehicle’s dimen¬ 
sions are smaller. 

Another conundrum solved 
by the Japanese car maker has 
been to offer a simple choice of 
engines and specification, while 
at the same time offering a much 
higher degree of personalisa¬ 
tion. 

The new Vitara is available 
with a simple choice of either 
1.6-litre petrol or 1.6-litre DDiS 
engine, both developing about 
120 horsepower. 

Ten body colours are on offer 
and interior trim details, from 
the instrument panel to the ven¬ 
tilation rings, can be personal¬ 
ised in turquoise, orange, white, 
or piano black. 

Both petrol and diesel models 
are available in SZ4, SZ-T and 
SZ5 grades, priced from £13,999 
for the 1.6 petrol SZ4 with two- 
wheel-drive, up to £21,299 for the 
top-of-the-range 1.6 DDiS SZ5 
Allgrip.

I spent a morning earlier 
this month putting the Vitara 
through its paces both on the 
road in north Somerset and in 
the depths of a quarry near 
Cheddar Gorge. 

Off-road the Vitara behaved 
immaculately, with clever elec¬ 
tronic four-wheel-drive, hill de¬ 
scent control and hill-start assist 
making scuttling up and down 
stone-covered tracks and negoti¬ 
ating potentially dodgy terrain a 
piece of cake. 

The Vitara is tauter, quieter 
and more comfortable than ever. 

The petrol engine version is 
punchy, pokey and whisper quiet 


and the level of equipment has 
taken a leap up. Standard equip¬ 
ment now ranges from Bluetooth 
and DAB radio, to seven airbags 
including a driver’s knee airbag. 

The safety equipment has 
helped the Vitara achieve a rat¬ 
ing as one of Europe’s safest 
cars according to independent 
crash testing results from Euro 
NCAP, receiving the maximum 
five-star rating. It is also the 
first compact SUV to earn five 
stars in the more rigorous 2015 
Euro NCAP testing programme, 
which further reinforces the ex¬ 
emplary level of safety of the 
new model.
